The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the August 23, 2002, fatal shooting of Robert Wayne Klingman by Los 
Angeles County Deputy Sheriff's Gregory Kelly and Shannon Knight. We have concluded that 
both deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 

Department, Homicide Bureau, which were submitted to this office on October 29, 2002. 

Additionally, the District Attorney Response Team participated in this investigation. The 

District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this shooting on August 23, 2002 at 1:45 

а. District Attorney Kraig St. Pierre and District Attorney Senior Investigator! 
esponded to the scene of the shooting where they were given а briefing and a “walk- 

through" by Sheriff's personnel. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


In the early morning hours of Friday, August 23, 2002, 21 year old Robert Wayne Klingman, 19 
year old David Taylor and 17 year JAN on a crime spree in the City of 
Lancaster. At approximately 12:10 a.m., the three went p ЕП Street. The breaker 
Switches to the residence were turned off and a 20 pound dumbbell was thrown through a sliding 
glass door, the resident at that address, was awakened and walked down stairs. 
He confronted Klingman who shot him in the shoulder with a .45 caliber handgun. Klingman 
and his two associates then fled.

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At approximately 12:25 a.m., the trio found themselves m о Avenue, the residence of

building and disabled. Klingman, who was still armed with a .45 caliber E fired a round 


through a sliding glass door. causing it to shatter. Klingman, Taylor an then entered 
the residence. Th меге confronted by the trio, but no one was injured. Th 
residence was ransacked, but no apparent loss was noted. 


While leaving the] esidence, Klingman was confronted by the next door 
Klingman walked to within five feet of Mr. inted his handgun

were informed that two male African-Americans were seen running from the sidence. 
While traveling southbound on Emile Zola Street, en route ti esidence, Kelly and 
Knight saw two shadows running across a yard and duck through a fence. The deputies got out 
of their car and began to check the area where they saw the two individuals disappear. They 
noticed a hole in a fence and, proceeding through the yard, came upon a cinder block wall that 
separated the property line from 15th Street East. Looking over the cinder block wall, the 
deputies saw two African-Americans, Taylor ani walking northbound on the west 
sidewalk of 15th Street. Kelly and лан scaled the cinder block wall and, after a short foot 


Deputies from the Sheriff's Department responded to both shootings. Deputies m and Knight 


pursuit, detained both Taylor and Both were handcuffed and asked to sit on the curb. 


As Knight and Kelly were detaining the two, a 1998 Saturn automobile driven by Klingman 
pulled up next to them. According to Deputy Kelly, he looked into the vehicle and saw 
Klingman with blood on his right arm and hand, and a “crazed out of his mind" look on his face. 
Suddenly, Klingman raised his right arm and pointed a handgun directly at Deputy Kelly. Kelly, 
in fear for his safety, fired approximately 12 rounds at Klingman. Deputy Knight, who was 
standing a short distance from his partner, also saw Klingman point a gun at Deputy Kelly. In 
fear for his partner's life, he fired approximately 12 rounds at Klingman. 


Klingman accelerated his car and drove southbound a short distance and came to a stop. 
Additional units arrived to assist. Deputies carefully approached the Saturn and noticed that 
Klingman was non-responsive. They also noticed a .45 caliber handgun in his lap. The gun and 
Klingman were removed from the vehicle. Paramedics were summoned but Klingman was 
pronounced dead at 12:57 a.m. The magazine to Klingman's weapon was loaded with three live 
rounds of ammunition; five live rounds were found in his pants pocket. 


Captain Frank Merriman 
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On August 27, 2002, Dr. Raffi S. Djabourian, M.D., Deputy Medical Examiner, performed an 
autopsy on the body of Robert Wayne Klingman. He ascribed the cause of death to a gunshot 
wound to the chest. Klingman suffered three addional gunshot wounds to the body. 


CONCLUSION 


Klingman and his two crime partners engaged in a short but violent crime spree during which 
Klingman shot two people with a .45 caliber handgun. Alert police work led to the detention of 
Taylor апа ЕШ. short distance from the second home invasion robbery and shooting. 
While Deputies Kelly and Knight were detaining Taylor ап ЕЕ Kingman drove up to 
them and suddenly pointed a loaded .45 caliber handgun directly at Deputy Kelly. Given the 
nature of Klingman's sudden threat on the life of Deputy Kelly, coupled with his attempted 
murder of v w shooting of Mr| th Kelly and Knight had every reason to 
believe that Klingman was about to shoot Deputy Kelly. They in turn fired numerous rounds at 
Klingman. 


It is the conclusion of this office that Deputy Kelly acted lawfully in self-defense, and that 
Deputy Knight acted lawfully in the defense of Deputy Kelly. We are therefore closing our file 
and will take no further action in this matter.
